(or the equivalent) in lieu of the AN/APR 9's requested in Paragraph 3(a) 
of LSIB/28/55. LSIB confirms that these equipments are required partly 
for Comint purposes (and that they a re necess ary to successful Comint 
negotiations) and considers that the | t could make valuable use for 

these purposes of four such equipments (plus spares). 

3. LSIB also appreciates USCIB' s position in respect of equipment 

pre-empted for Elint requirements over which USCIB has no cognizance. It 
is aware of U.S. pla ns and arran gements for the supply of equipment for 
Elint purposes to th j | and, in the light of USCIB' s comments, will 

in future deal direct with the cognizant U.S. authorities in matters con- 
cerning the supply T and mean s of delivery, of equipment primarily for Elint 
purposes which the
